To record the development of that composite, 
the Anglo-Saxon, the American author of 
The story of the Americas (Booxtist 40: 8, 
S 43), traces him through history and those 
ancestral, ambivalent strains which have re- 
sulted in a hewing to tradition but in an 
ability to meet emergencies practically. He 
ferrets out the growth of “conscience, hypoc- 
risy, and compromise”; the development of 
the Victorian man of “character,” with an 
instinct for action and the anti-intellectual- 
ism it implies; English self-control, that re- 
serve of which the British boast so freely; 
sense of superiority; respect for privacy; com- 
placency and lack of vision of the ruling class 
as seen in colonial rule. Yet his conclusion is 
frank admiration of the Anglo-Saxon way of 
life as having come closest to solving the 
problem of security. Written with wit and 
balance, though probably more sympathetic 
than Brogan’s The English people (BooKList 
39: 352, My 1 43).

There the R.A. fliers, with in- 
adequate support and few planes, fought the 
Jap attacks, and just before Singapore fell 
were ordered to Sumatra. Wounded by anti- 
aircraft fire, the author was removed to a 
hospital in Java. He has since died in action 
off the English coast. Not outstanding, but 
like the earlier book, an unpretentious, mod- 
est account, without dramatization.

Now an exile in America, a former Brussels 
lawyer narrates chronologically, using pseu- 
donyms for persons still alive, how Belgium 
has built the White brigade, a strong core 
of underground resistance to Nazi enslave- 
ment. Led by one Buchet, old and young gal- 
lantly do their part, assisted by the under- 
ground newspaper La Libre Belgique, which 
was active also in the last World war. Mov- 
ing, subdued, but harrowing in its portrayal 
of torture and sacrifice, the book lacks some 
of the unique appeal of Shiber’s Paris-under- 
ground (Booxuist 40:57, O 15 43).

In A history of National socialism (BooKLIst 
31:261, Ap 35) the German anti-Nazi author, 
formerly on the staff of the Frankfurter 
Zeitung, analyzed Hitler’s rise, as he viewed 
it in 1935. Now, in a more detailed, docu- 
mented study, he combines biography and 
re-evaluation. From antecedents and obscure, 
undisciplined Austrian beginnings (including 
copy of elementary school report card) he 
follows the weaving of the malign web of Na- 
tional socialism, through to the 1934 blood 
purge when Hitler stood as supreme dictator, 
“the belated anachronistic German answer to 
Napoleon.” Very skilfully Mr. Heiden traces 
how the idea of world domination sprang 
from the forged Protocols of Zion, which be- 
came the instrument for bringing dictatorship 
to fruition, under the cloak of democracy. 
Biography in its best sense of an era reflected 
in a life.
